ment, upheld aftlrmaiive action for minori- 
ties and — ot least for a time — struck down 
the death penalty. 

Those rulings did not always reflect Burg- 
er’s views. In the court’s private confer- 
ences, he told his colleagues that he favored 
overruling such precedents as Miranda vs. 
Arizona, which required the police to warn v., 
suspects of their rights, and the so-caticd 
“exclusionary rule," which required that illc- 
gally,.oblained evidence be excluded from a 
trial. But despite his persistent efforts. Burg-' 
cr was unable to muster a majority for his 
. opinions. In a scries of rulings on criminal 
justice, the court trimmed around the edges ' 
on mattcrs'such as scarch-ond-seizure and 
police idcntificatiDns but slopped short of 
overturning any of the liberal precedents of 
the Earl Warren court. 

Faced with colleagues whose views were ‘ 
more liberal than his. Burger often found 
himself reluctantly joining court rulings and 
then writing concurring^opinjons that pul a 
more mbdemic spin on the outcome. " - 
rin Roc vs. Wade, for example, Burger vot- 
ed with the 7-2 majority in 1973 to strike 
down a Texas law that made abortion a crime 
and he added a sepaftite opinion stating that 
“abortion on demand’’ was not required. 
Nonetheless, later rulings made clear that 
abortion on demand was the law, at least until 
a pregnant woman reached the third,trimcstcr. ’

Gore defends free vaccinations for children

States way, way down the list of 
countries around the world in terms of 
vaccinating children against dis- 
eases?" Gore asked oit*^C’s "This 
Week With David V-Ov 
* Brinkley.'! "That’s somewln^hat 
cries out for a response.” J 
Gore said the administration 
would be willing to make' changes 
to -improve the Vaccines for 
Children program established by 
President Clinton in 1993, but 


would not let it 
be scrapped. 

' A government 
report issued earli- 
er thfs month criti- 
cized the program 
for mismanage- 
ment and incflec- 
tivcncss.' Now, 
congressional 
' Republicons are 
Gore reponctlly looking 
into dismantling it 
and letting the stales run vaccine pro- 
grams. 

Rep. Scott Klug, R-Wis., was 
quoted by The New York Times on 
Sunday as saying that while immu- 
nizing children is a national priori- 
ty, “this is the most bizarrely man- 


aged, poorly conceived govemment 
entitlement program there has ever 
been.” 

One idea for replacing it is to pro- 
vide block grants' to the stiilft and let 
them devise .their own vaccine-pro- . 
grams, he said. Republicans arc push- 
ing-similar block grants for welfore, 
crime prevention and health services 
to the poor. 

.Sen. Dale Bumpers, D-Ark., a 
leader on child immunization issues, 
also told the Times that he would be. 
willing to eliminate the program and 
start over. “It’s been an unmitigated 
disaster from the inception,” be said, 
because it proceeded from the 
assumption that cost wos the main 
barrier to immunization. 

The General Accounting Office 


study issued earlier this month said 
the program, expected to cost S457 
million- this year, wos not likely to 
block outbreaks of vaccine-pre- 
ventablc disease.

It 
is an unjust accusation, but some people 
continue to insist that Washington betrayed 
Tyson, os though the victim had on obliga- 
tion to keep silent about the assault in o^er 
to protect the boxer’s career. 

Tyson’s case awakened an even deeper prej- 
udice against the criminal justice system. Some 
believe (hat the litw mforcement community 
treats block defendants for more harshly than it ' 


treats others. While there may be considerable 
data (0 support this belief, distrust of the law 
leads 'some people to embrace as martyrs any- 
one who gets in trouble. ' " ■' 

Finally, some people are defensive about 
anything that feeds existing stereotypes ' 
about blacks. The allegation that Tyson Ee- . 
haved like some hulking, groping, leering, 
out-of-control beast at the Miss Black 
America pageant in the hours proceeding 
__the rape is so ugly and so stereotypical that 
"'some people would prefer to believe ihot the 
assault never occurred. 

All of this said, there also existed a laud- 
able motive behind this week’s homecom- 
ing celebration fdr Tyson: the idea of re- .

LEWISTON (AP) — Nez Pcrcc 
County has agr^ to' return about 
S220.000 in toxe^collcctcd by mis- 
take from resid^ts of-Lcwiston, 
Lapwai, Culdcsju and Peck. 

. The tax.' levied against property, 
was assessed from 1988 through 
1993. The county»commissioners 
were made aware of the unjustified 
tax about a year ago and decided to 
stop levying it, but publicly a^eed 
to return the money only afler the 
Lewiston Tribune asked questions. 

Comtnission Chairman Earl 
Ferguson said Friday the money 
was not refunded earlier because of 
“problems common to mankind 
and the very nature of government. 

“I will be the first to odmit that 
this problem should have been cor- 
rected within the last 10 or 12 
months,” he said. “However, the 
pressure points get the attention. 

“I have no explonation why a 
levy was imposed upon the resi- 
dents of any incorporated area' for 


subsidizing the solid waste fees of 
the residents in the county^” 
Ferguson said. 

Even though the total amount, 
.collected is S219.666, individual 
refunds will be relatively small. 

In 1993, for instance, a home- 
owner with taxoble property valued' 
bt SSp.OOO would have paid less 
than SS to that account. 

Almost all the money that will ' 
be returned was collected from 
Lewiston; of the S2L9.666 collect- ' 
cd in error, $216,959 came from 
Lewiston. 

The money was taken in^for 
solid waste disposal. Nez Perce 
County, however, docs not provide 
that service in ilie four cities. 

Rural residents are assessed an 
onnuol fee, currently $ I K6. for dis- 
posal.

CAREY - Sheep grazing will be close- 
ly scrutinized and a few roads will be 
closed in the upper Little Wood River 
drainage next year in on effort to reduce 
soil erosion and improve woter quality in 
tributary streams. 

If no improvement is seen this year, 
some grazing allotments could be closed, 
arid others could be combined into a sin- 
gle grazing area, said Mike O’Farrell,. 
acting ranger for the forest's Ketchum 
Dbtrict,

Most of the problems stem fr-ont heavy, 
use of, sheep trails into, and out.bf, glu- 
ing allotments, he said. Dirt from heavdly 
eroded trails finds its way into streams, 
causing smous water quality problems. 

Sawtooth Forest officials recently com- 


pleted a tbree-yeor analysis of 90,000 
acres in the upper Little Wood area,, 
about 20 miles north.of Carey. In oddi- 
tion to the Little Wood River, the area 
includes Copper, Porcupine and Muldoon 
creeks. 

The environmental assessment spells 
out several options for future grazing - 
ranging from no change to a complete 


ban on all domestic livestock ghizing. 

Earlier this month, former Ketchum 
District Ranger Alan Pinkerton chose on 
alternative that will allow sheep grazing 
to continue. Shortly after signing the 
decision notice, Pinkerton moved to the 
-^Humboldt-Toiyabc National Forest in 
Nevada. 

The conditions approved by Pinkerton 
call for: , ^ 

• More intensive Forest Service 
administration of sheep grazing in the 
area. 

■ Construction'of more water troughs 
to keep sheep out of fragile areas along 
streambanks. 

* No grazing on hills above 8,500 feet 
in the upper portion of the analysis area. 
Curtailing high-altitude grazing is expect- 
ed to enhance mountain goat habitat. 

Sectio'ns of the .Copper and Porcupine 
creek roads that ore oftcri washed awoy will 
be closed to cars and trucks, O’Farrell said.'

The threat in today’s game is 
obvious.

. 'done? By a well-timed series of 
! avoidance plays designed to keep ' 
East off lead. 

When West leads the diamond 
jack, it’s tempting to put up dum- 
; m/s queen in a now-or-never shot 
; at winning a trick with the queen. 
However, can West realistically 
. have led from the K-J? With East 
having supported spades, why 
would West lead from a K-J in- 
stead of choosing a spade? So, 
South wisely allows West’s jack to 
win; if he takes the ace. South 
must lose a club, a diamond and 
two spades. 

■ West dontinues diamonds .to 
South’s. ace and South draws 
trumps, ending in dummy. South 
now makes a second avoidance 
play, this lime in.clubs. He leads a 
low club to his 10 and West’s 
queen, and again, South’s spade 
king is safe from attack. After 
these carefully planned maneu- 
vers, South’s game is safe. West 
desperately .cashes his spade ace 
and leads another spade, but East 
never wlhs the lead and South 
comes home with 10 tricks. 

Note that the avoidance play in 
clubs is a must. If South cashes 
the ace and king and leads a third 
round, East will win and the 
marked spade shift sends the^

MIAMI — First came kidney 
transplants; then livers, hearts, lungs 
and l»ne morrow. 

But what about specific cells?' 
Could donor cells be pumped into the 
bloodstream, and then travel to the 
right places and take over for cells 
whose misfunction causes deadly ^s- 
ease? 

The answer, according to diabetes 
-• researchers at the University of Mia- 
mi, is that, yes, it appears to be possi- 
ble. . ' 

They ore among SOO doctors meet- 
ing this week in Miami Beach to 
compare preliminary results of 
groundbreaking work in Uansplanting 
insulin-producing cells to diabetics. 

Dr. Camillo Ricordi of the Diabetes 
Research Institute atihc University of 
Miami School of Medicine will de- 
scribe transplanting insulin-producing 
islet cells in two South Floridians 
with Type II diabetes. AHer two 
months, they still needed to take in- 


sulin, but less than before, said Ricor- 
di, a pioneer in islet-cell transplants. 

There ore still questions alwut how 
successful such transplants ultimately 
will be. 

But its promise is that it could pro- 
vide a cure for diabetes,' said Ricordi. 
— IF islet-cell transplants can be 
fine-tuned enough so~that recipients 
produce the right 'amounts of insulin 
on their own. 

Depending on which type of the 
- disease they have, -diabetics either 
cannot produce insulin, or their bod- 
ies cannot metiibolizc it Insulin is the 
hormone that regulates blood sugar 
levels.

One group of infants was regu- 
larly held in the standard way, 
cradlcd-facc-up by the mother in a. 
rocking chair. -Xf 

Each infant in the skin-lo-skin 
group, clothed only in a diaper, 
spent an equal amount of time 
resting between the mother’s 
breasts, with a blanket covering 
both the newborn and the mother. 
"It’s sort of like a human 
warmer,’’ said Bier. 

Both groups of infants had the 
same body temperatures and 
breathing rotes. 

But Bier discovered that babies 
in the skin-to-skin group were 
packing more oxygen in each-drop- 
of blood, a sign of good hcal|h. 


..She also found that the heart 
_nUg-fQ r_lh e-babigsJn_thg_skin-iQ-_ 
skin group tended to be lower, 
“indicating that those babies were 
colmcr." 

She later found that while 95 
percent of the mothers in the skin- 
lo-skin group went on to breast 
feed their babies until they IcA the 
hospital, only 65 percent . of the * 
mothers in the control group did. 

Bier is currently trying to dis- 
cover whether the difference in 
breast feeding behavior persists 
after mother and child arc dis- 
charged. 

Her study was presented earlier 
this month at the annual meeting 
of the American Pediatric Society 
in San Diego.

’ Says '•'Glass, 
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Study: Filling babies’ lungs with fluid can help save lives 


!;Toni Mancini thought she was 
prepared for the worst. 

Only six weeks away from finish- 
ip'g nursing school, Mancini knew 
whot to expect when she went into 
labor only 24 weeks inio hcr preg- 
lipncy.' Although she had one 
healthy child, two of her previous 
- pregnancies had ended in stillbirths. 
;jlt wouId.be, she knew, a difficult 
bir^ followed by a dangerous, com- 
^icated struggle to keep her new 
c(ild alive. 

I'But Mancini was still startled 
V;hen her ' doctor at Thomas 
Jefferson Hospital in Philadelphia 
—alked-to-and her-husband, -Marie, if- 
tlley h^ seen th'e~I989 science-fic- 
dbn movie "The- Abyss.” 

^:The movie featured a technique 
ilj which a diver breathed oxygenat- 


ed liquid instead of air in order to 
keep his lungs from collapsing in 
the deepest depths of the ocean.- 
That technique, the doctor said, was 
real — and being used experimen-’ 
tally at Thomas Jefferson to help 
save the jives of premature new- 
borns. 

Soon afier that conversation, 
Adrianna Mancini was bom, weigh- 
ing just 1 1/2 pounds. Doctors 
immediately put her on a ventilator 
to'-help her underdeveloped lungs 
. do their job, but soon turned to the 
technique described by Toni 
. Mancini’s doctor — they filled 
Adrianna’s lungs with liquid to 
keep 'them from collapsing. 
—r-Within-hours,— Toni-Mancini- 
rireaUed, "she went from being a 
dusky publish color to being a 
bright pink. Tlie next day, she was 
down to room air (without a respira- 


tor), from knocking on death’s 
door. Even the nurses were blown 
by it.” 

Although Adrianna was hospital- , 
ized for four, months, she suffered 
minimal lung damage and is healthy 
and happy at 15 months. Her moth- 
er has no doubt about where the 
credit lies. 

"Without a d.oubt, she would 
never have made it without (liquid 
ventilation),” Toni Moncini said. 
"She would never have.survivcd her 
first day.” 

The liquid .breathing therapy that 
, Greenspan and his colleagues used 
to save the lives of Adrianna and 
several other infants is no fairy tale. 
-In-foct,-if-current-studies-go.well,— 
liquid breathing could be ready for 
^despread use — in adults as well- 
ajinfants — within a few years. 

’’In the procedure used in 


Adrianna’s case, doctors trickled a 
thick, colorless, odorless fiuid 
called LiquiVent through a side 
port in the tube of her mechanical 
ventilator. The liquid filled her 
lungs, gently opening her lungs’ 
collopscd air sacs like water filling 
a balioon.
